We thought we had got through with all the stock up- 
on the ground, but upon a re-examination of our field 
book, we find we omitted a pair of fat cattle, entered by 
Wm. F. Pearce, of Baltimore county. ‘These were fine 
animals and in as fine condition, aud we trust that our 
farmers next year will see that this part of the exhibition 
be well filled. Sure we are, that if they would make it a 
point to fatten those animals which they may wish to sell 
as such, and send them to the Fair to be disposed of, that 
our enterprising Victuallers would make it their business 
to attend and purchase them. Farmers of Baltimore 
county should look to this, as in doing so, they would 
not only add greatly to the exhibition, but place them- 
selves in a position to obtain good prices for their bul-

MACHINERY & IMPLEMENTS OF HUSBANDRY. 


On the right of the entrance stood 
Messrs Randall & Co. with two of their admirably con- 
structed Portable Tubular Steam Generators in full play, 
and attracting around them and their ingeniows manulac- 
turers large crowds of inquiring spectators. ‘The uses of 
these useful machines are various, and can be applied alike 
to the purposes of the manufacturer, to large institutions 
or families for working or washing purposes, to the Pork 
butchers for rendering lard, and to Agricultural purposes 
for cooking feed for stock : and by the by, every farmer 
who has a dozen or more catile and a corresponding 
number of hogs, should cook their feed. Upon the best 
authority we aflirm, that a great saving may be thereby 
effected, and that the animals will thrive and look better 
thereon, as the operation saves much of the labor of di- 
gestion, besides elaborating the saccharine principles, and 
throwing them into the general mass of nutritive matter. 
in a form more easy of being converted into chyle. 

Having gratified our curiosity.to satiety with the eco- 
nomic performances of the Steam Generators, we crossed 
the gateway to the stand of 

Mr. Jonathan S. Eastman; and we must, in all candor,

Mr. Slack, a new name to us as an implement maker, 
though not a stranger, as we look upon every man who 
contributes to the cultivation of the earth as our friend 
He had a most excellent Culéing Bow, 
which, we doubt not, will commend itself by the econ- 
omy of its uses to all calculating farmers. 


Next in order came our old friend Mr. Obed Hussey, 
whose absence last year we noticed and regretted. He 


had his 
Improved Reaper, which is adapted either to the cutting 
of Grain or Hemp, and calculated to cut 20 acres.a day, | 
well; 
His Portable Grist Mill ; 
His Corn and Cob Crusher—and 
His Corn Husker and Sheller. 
Each and all of which implements are happily adapted 
to the uses for which they are intended, and have long 


and acquaintance. 


since won him an enviable name among the most compe- 
tent and best judging farmers. 

Parting from our friend Hussey we came in contact 
with one of Claude’s Safety Grain Separators; an im- 
plement we had often heard of, but never had seen before. 
From the bird’s eve view we had of it, we are disposed 
to think well of it. and believe it well calculated asa grain 
cleaner. 

Close by the Separator, we found Mr. Stacy FWest from 
Harford county, with a compact and well made 


Patent Corn Sheller, 
which, when in operation, made the corn fly, and denud- 
ed the cobs with a truthfulness and rapidity that made 
some folks stare, and convinced us that it was an imple- 
ment of great worth. 

Saying the neat thing, and paying a well deserved com- 
pliment to Mr. West, we wended our way to our old and 
highly esteemed friend, Mr Richard B. Chenoweth-—who 
from his age, and long standing, may be called the father 
of Baltimore Agricultural Implement makers—and who 
has pursued the even tenor of his way, through a pro- 
tracted life, but to deserve and win the golden opinions 
ofmen. He had 

A compact and most efficient Horse Power 
A Thrashing machine to suit—and 





What he calls a Reversed Cutter Plough—but which, 


implement, and will “smell as sweet”? with the one 
name as the other, as it does its work thoroughly, and 
with mathematical accuracy. His Horse Power and 
Thrashing Machine are excellent labor savers, and as 
such must find their way to favor, and commend him to 
patronage. 

Nextto Mr. Chenoweth, stood that ardent young ma- 
chinist, Mr. James Murray, with 

3 Corn and Cob Crushers, of different sizes and prices, 
and most happily suited to the objects for which they are 
intended. 

A Straw Cutter, of excellent construction—and 
A Hand Mill for grinding grain. 

The performances of each and all of these machines 
gave entire salisfaction and elicited many a word of praise. 

Then came Mr. Samuel Fitz, of Hanover, York county, 
Pennsylvania, who exhibited his 

Thrashing Apparatus, 
an implement of somewhat novel construction, in these 
parts, but nevertheless possessing decided merit. 

Bidding Mr. Fitz adieu, and thanking him in our heart 
for his courteous explanations, we crossed over to the 
next stand, where we found Mr. Mahlon Gregg, of the 
firm of Pierson & Gregg, Agricultural Implement makers, 
of Wilmington, Delaware. He was exhibiting 

His Endless chain Horse Power—a capital article, whose 
chain is propelled onward in its revolutions upon rail- 
road wheels, and performs its work with clock-like ex- 


actness. 

Alderdice’s Wheat Fan 

And Gregg’s Improved Stalk, Straw and Hay Cutter. 
Having named this last implement, we feel ourself called 
upon to record our opinion of it. We saw it operate with 
corn-stalks with the ears still appended, through either 
of which it walked, if we may use the term in this sense, 
like a well sharpened knife through a mellow cheese ; and 
for cutting up stalks or corn in the ear, we hold it to bea 
most admirable contrivance—it has two knives, which 
work horizontally, and come together with great power 
and certainty, with every revolution of the wheel ; but al- 
though it possesses great power, it struck us, that for the 
purpose of cutting straw, hay or any other of the finer 
fodders, that it lacks that speed, which all judges admit 
to be so indispensable to the economy of time, and con- 
sequently money, for Dr. Franklin hath it, that—* time is 
money.” But for the purpose of cutting corn stalks or 
corn in the ear, as we have before remarked, we do hold 
it togbe an “admirably constructed machine.” And having a- 
gain reverted to the subject of corn-stalks, we must be in- 
dulged in the remark, that every farmer who throws away 
the stalks which grow in his fields,or permits them to ‘waste 
their sweets on the desert air,” acts without judgment, 
and without the least regard to economy, or to the comfort 
of his milch cows, as every ton of them—and there are 
at least two on an acre—is worth for cow feed, when 
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steained, an equal quantity of the very best hay that ever 
grew. 

We found Mr. Gregg a most pleasant and gentlemanly 
little fellow; he reminded us by his buoyaacy of spirits 
and becoming bearing, of that gallant phalanx whom little 
Delaware sent forth to struggle for our freedom—who, 
as the associates of the Old Marvland line, were always 
foremost in the fight and last in the retreat. 

Having concluded our chat with Mr. Gregg, we made 
our best bow, and soon found ourself in company with 
Mr. Witherow, of Gettysburg, Pa., who, as our readers will 
recollect, bore off the Society’s first premium for the best 
plough last year. He was displaying Three Cycloidal 
Ploughs, which, to our eye, looked as if they could do the 
neat thing and ask no favors. 

Adjacent to the above, was the stand of Mr. Jackson, 
where we found 

An Endless Chain Horse power and thrashing machine, 
which was similar to that of Mr. Gregg, except that the 
latter has received some improvements from its Inventor 
—certain we are, they are of the same invention—and 
both good power machines. 

Near by Mr. Witherow, of Gettysburg, stood our young 
townsman, Mr. 2. G. Mott, whose good humor and easy 
manners are only equalled by his unflinching industry and 
commendable enterprise. He had

Contiguous to the last named individual, we fouud 
Messrs. Moore & Mott, good workmen and good fellows 
at that—we speak by the card, and both know and believe 
what we say. They had evidently done their best, as the 
firm is of recent formation, for they madea more brilliant 
show than some others who were better prepared for 
hanging their wares out at the front window. We give 
them credit for doing so; for say what you may,every man 
owes it to himself, when he steps out, to put the bes: foot 
foremost.

All of the above articles, except the first, have great 
celebrity and enjoy good reputations among practical far- 
mers ; the first is a new affair, having been recently paten- 
ted; but new though the Lomax Patent wheat Fan may be, 
and is, it is destined, we think, to make its way as wellas 
any other in the crowd, for unless we be most sorely 
mistaken in our judgment, it is one of the very best new 
things under the sun. ‘Though small in bulk, it possesses 
all the power of the large machines, cleans the grain with 
great rapidity, but nevertheless perfectly ; is easily work- 
ed, having no cog-wheels, being operated by a strap. |is 
blowers are differently constructed from any other Fan 
we have ever seen, and are most effective, creating a stream 
of wind of great volume and force and directed to the 
right point. As we are writing Aistory, it may be but pro- 
per to observe, that Messrs. Moore & Mott, of this city, 
have on aale the articles exhibited by Mr. Gregg of Dela- 
ware. 

But here,we are upon the grounds occupied by our val- 
ued friends and old acquaintances, the Messrs. Robert Sin- 
clair, Jr. & Co., whom we could not pass, if we were so 
disposed—and be it known to all to whom these presents 
may come, that we are not churlish enough for that—for 
wherever we see men of industry, talents, and enterprise, 
pushing onward in the career of honorable emulation, we 
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instinctively turn to them with an inward yearning of 


personal regard and no measured degree of respect. But 
had we been the most isolated of beings, without the 
smallest particle of mercurialism in our composition, we 
should have been challenged to stand and examine as we 
entered the threshold of their domain; for, to their honor 
be it told, they made a most glorious display, as you, rea- 
der, will have been convinced, ere we shall have recorded 
the last article in theirschedule. So, to keep you no lon- 
ger in suspense, we will tell you they had

This machine 
is very strongly recommended by Col. Maynadier, and ma- 
ny other gentlemen of high standing, of Annapolis, and, 
as we have said in another place, we question not its ex- 
cellence. 

A self-sharpening Plough for two horses, the point and 
share of which can either be made of cast or wrought 
iron, they being quite as simple as those of the Barshate 
plough : the draught also is light. 

A two-horse Chester County Plough, simple and strong 
in its construction ; self-sharpening in its principle, throw- 
ing a wide and perfect furrow. 

A Hill side Plough for 2 horses. 

A new subsoil Plough, constructed on the English plan 
—and calculated for 2 horses. We saw this plough oper- 
ate, and can say, that we think ita most useful imple- 
ment. We witnessed it while, in the plonghing match, 
it subsoiled two long furrows, and were delighted at the 
superior manner in which, without balk, it buried itself 
some nine inches below the bottom of the surface furrow, 
shaking and pulverizing the earth without turning it over 
in the least degree. 

Besides the above,they exhibited a very large assortment 
of ploughs of every variety and degree, calculated for eve- 
ry kind of soil, from the tonghest clay to the lightest sands. 

The Horticultural and Agricultural tools of these gen- 
themen were very tastefully arranged around a display- 
stand, purposely made for the occasion, which was sur- 
mounted by their newly invented Do/phin Plough—a 
most powerful and effective implement—made a splen- 
did and imposing sight, added greatly to the beauty and 
effect of the scene,and won the approving smiles of all who 
delight in seeing a thing done as it ought to be. 

In passing from the Messrs. Sinclair & Co. we soon 


found ourselfin a pleasant ‘ete a tete with Mr. Jas. Huey, 








ofthe firm of Jas. Huey & Co. whose house had upon the 
ground,

effective implement, made with superior finish, calculated 
alike for burying vegetable matter and pulverizing the soil, 

One of Messrs. Pierson & Gregg’s Corn Shellers—and 

One of Botts’ admirable patent Straw and Hay Cutters. 

Our attention was next directed to the stand of Mr. 
James Pedder, of Philadelphia, whose good sense and 
affable manners, make hima favorite wherever he may 
pitch his tent. His display though small was atiractive, 
and consisted in 

2 Centre-draught Pronty & Mears’ Patent ploughs. 

1 Subsoil, Prouty & Mears’ Patent. 

Last though not least in our esteem upon the field was 
the stand of our old friend, Mr. George Page, who we re- 
gretted to learn was confined at home by severe illness— 
He was ably represented by his son, Mr. Franklin Page, 
who, though justarrived at his majority, is every inch a 
mechanic, and possesses a head that will make him known 
in the mechanical world. He was exhibiting with mark- 
ed effect 

A No. 3 Horse Power, compact, strong, simple, diffi- 
cult to get out of order, and easily repaired if it should. 

A Thrashing Machine, with wrought iron bars, open 
cylinder, and wrought iron teeth. ‘This machine possess- 
es this advantage—from the cylinder being open, should 
any of the teeth give way they can be replaced with eith- 
er cast or wroughtiron ones; and from the construction 
of the cylinder the /eeth are less liable to break, inasmuch 
as the openings would permit any hard substances to es- 
cape without coming in contact with them 

A smaller Thrashing Machine, with wrought iron bars, 
open cylinder and wrought iron teeth—this machine pos- 
sesses the same advantages as the other. 


A medium sized Thrashing Machine, with bars, cylinder 
and teeth as above. 


Another Thrashing Machine of less size, with bars, cy- 
linder and Teeth as above. 

A Corn and Seed Planter, of simple construction, and 
in much popular favor. 

2 Post Augurs of different sizes. 

A Corn and Cob Crusher. We saw this machine in o- 
peration, and the way it converted the corn and cob, into 
meal, was acaution. In 40 seconds it crushed a dozen 
ears fine enough for horse feed—and 


A Corn Sheller, which is competent to shell many hun- 
dred bushels in a day. 


Each of the above articles are made with an eye to du- 
rability and service, being strong and simple. We heard 
regret expressed at the absence of the elder Mr. Page, and 
more so at the cause, and in that feeling we participated 
most sincerely, 

Having concluded our notice of the Implements of 
husbandry, we must now turn ourattention to the 

PRODUCTS OF THE DAIRY. 

There were 21 parcels of butter entered for competi- 
tion ; and such were the superior excellence of each, both 
as regards richness of colour, and deliciousness of flavor, 
that the commttee could only determine after the most pa- 
tient trials and comparison,to whom to award the Societys 
premiums. Each parcel was numbered, from 1 to 21in- 
clusive ; but the names of the makers were withheld from 
the Committee until after they had made their awards; 
when, by reference to the Secretary’s books, they were 
ascertained. This precaution, so well calculated to in- 
sure impartial decisions, cannot fail to meet with approba- 
tion, as it clothes the action of the committee with a total 
exemption from every imputation of improper influences ; 
and gives to their judgment additional force. 

The committee consisting of Mr. Saml. Brady, Mr. 
Henry Carroll, and Dr. Josiah Marsh, awarded the first 
premium to No. 20, entered by Mr. Amos Garret, and the 
second to No. 6, entered by Mrs. Cusack. 

Where there was such a near approach to an equality 
of excellence in all, it is difficult to say whether the suc- 
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cessful or unsuccessful competitors bore off the greatest 
honors; for there was not a single parcel that would not 
have been pronounced first rate by the most competent 
judges. In saying this, we are borne out by the universal 
expression of opinion of the many who tasted the several 
lumps and uttered the sentiment. 

Having disposed of the affairs of the Dairy, we must 
proceed to those of 

SILK, 

And as the committee appear to have entered very fully 
into the subject, we shali permit them to tell their own 
tale. 

Report or tue CoMMITTEE ON SILK. 

The undersigned, Committee on Silk, beg leave to re- 
port, that but two specimens of silk were submitted to 
their judgment. The first, by Mrs. Edward Hall, con- 
sisting of three skeins ; two of which were of very supe- 
rior quality, well spun and twisted, of excellent body, and 
in every respect superior sewings; the other well reeled, 
but not sufficiently twisted, and, therefore, not as well a- 
dapted to the purposes of sewing as the preceding ones. 

By the 10th Bye Law, it is provided that “no premium 
shall be awarded without a competition, unless the Com- 
mittee of Awards shall deem the claim highly meritorious 
—and by the terms of the premium offered, it is required, 
that the sample exhibited, in the quantity, shall be of the 
weight of a pound. ‘l'aking thesg as the rules of govern- 
ment, your committee feel some reluctance in making the 
award; first, because there was no competition, and se- 
condly because there was not the required quantity in the 
sample exhibited; but when your committee reflect, that 
this specimen of sewing silk was the production of alady 
largely above eighty years of age, and that they believe 
the silk business is one, which, by its importance, is enti- 
tled to the fostering care of every true patriot; that the 
claims of the venerable lady are “ highly meritorious,” 
and that her example is calculated to stimulate the fair 
sex into a spirit of generous emulation, they feel bound 
to recommend that the Society’s premium of a silver nee- 
dle case, be awarded to Mrs. Edward Hall, as a testimo- 
nial of the high appreciation,in which her laudable efforts, 
to add to the industrial pursuits of the country,are held by 
the Association. 

The second specimen, was a bushel of Cocoons raised 
by Mr. E. L’Hernault. Their quality is superior, of 
good weight, and although, as in the case of Mrs. Hall, 
he had no competitor, your committee award him the So- 
ciety’s premium of a Gold Thimble, as they believe that 
the silk business, as a new branch of industry, is entitled, 
by every consideration of expediency and merit, to all 
the encouragement which can be conferred upon it, in 
order that a proper direction may be given to individual 
enterprise, and that a wholesome enthusiasm in behalf of 
the Silk Culture may be infused into the public mind. 

In conclusion, your Committee would remark, that they 
are among those, who believe that the division of labor, 
and the multiplication of agricultural products, always 
tend to advance the interests and promote the prosperity 
of a people, and that, influenced by these views, they look 
to the Silk business, at no distant day, as the means by 
which a new staple of many millions in value, will be 
added to the products of our country. All which is res- 
pectfully submitted by

Be- 
lieving that the apparent indifference manifested upon the 
late occasion is the result of inadvertence, we shall look 
forward to next year, with the confident expectation, that 
the omissions of this will be more than supplied; and 
to make assurance doubly sure, we make this early 
appeal to the Ladies and bespeak their friendly of- 
fices, in inspiring their husbands with that esprit 








de corps, which only requires to be excited into ac- 
tion, to crown their efforts with the most brilliant suc- 
cess. In thus appealing to the ladirs we must crave their 
pardon for the liberty we have taken, and we pray them 
to believe us when we say, that in invoking their aid, we 
are solely influenced by the noble motive of doing a good 
deed, and of effectuating our object through the kindly in- 
fluence of woman, whose aspirations cannot fail of being 
gratified, when offered in behalf of a cause like that of ag- 
riculture, which comes commended to our affections by 
every consideration of patriotism. 

With these preliminary remarks, we shall direct the 
reader to the Award of the Committee :

The Committee on Agricultural products regret they 
have not the material for making a more interesting re- 
port—the variety exhibited was very small. They award 
to Mr. Charles Taylor, for beets, citron, &c. a premium. 

To Mr. R. Ramsay, for his egg plants, a premium. 

To Mr. Rittenhouse, a premium for his Mediterranean 
wheat. 

The egg plants exhibited by Mr. Fulton were very fine, 
and his sample of hops was of the finest description.

We come now to a department, which we take pride in 
saying, reflected imperishable credit upon the Exhibition, 
for it was rich in all those productions of female genius 
and art, which afford comfort to the home or embellish 
and beautify the drawing room; and while we thus pay 
this just compliment to the lady-contribulors, we must, in 
a spirit of impartial justice state, that the gentlemen were 
also influenced by the proper spirit, and added their due

DOMESTIC MANUFACTURES, 

The enumeration of which, we shall commence by giv- 
ing the precedence to the ladies. 

1. A sample of sewing silk, by Mrs. E. Hall, made in 
the 86th year of her age—excellent in quality and beauti- 
ful in finish. 

2. Aquilt by the same lady, which, thongh quilted with- 
out spectacles was executed with great neatness. 

3. A Counterpane. by Mrs. Eliza Clark, of Baltimore, 
which came accompanied by the following beautifully 
written note, which we copy because it breathes the holy 
spirit of a venerable lady, who though in her 79th vear, 
is still solicitous to excite her “young country women” 
to excel in a branch of industry, which is as essential to 
domestic comfort as it is beautiful in itself: 


Green Mount, Chatsworth street. 

Mrs. Eliza Clark requests the Secretary of the Agri- 
cultural Society to have the counterpane sent by the bear- 
er, exhibited at the Fair this day—hoping it may be an 
inducement to some of her young countrywomen, to ex- 
cel in this branch of needlework. She made itin one 
month without the aid of glasses, having commenced it 
for amusement, after recovering from a severe illness, 
which left her too feeble to take exercise, at the advanced 
age of upwards of seventy years. 


Oct. 19th, 1843. 


No. 3. A Screen Embroidery by Miss nn Maria Brice, 
of Baltimore. In this piece the neatness of the work, its 
exquisite lights and shades, the beautiful proportions and 
just design of its characters, are its least merits, great as 
they are. Jt is in trnth a Romanee, told as it were by 
canvass, and told with the eloquence of a master. ‘The 
plot is one of those lofty conceptions, which parental 
watchfulness sometimes force a discarded lover to resort 
to. As we read it—two youthful hearts had been affian- 
ced—had been bound together by those ties which min- 
gle their every wish—their every hope—their every de- 
sire—in one common destiny—a destiny which no hu- 
man action can change. The parenis of the young lady 
had forbidden her lover the house—and he, with the res- 
olution of true love, determined, at every peril, to see the 
object once more, which lived in the purest fountains of 
his heart, assumed the garb of an itinerant vender of jew- 
elry, approached the home of her parents, and offering his 
goods for sale, gains admittance. Now comes the trying 
scene. As he displays his valuables, around which are 


the father, the mother, and she for whom alone he lives, 
he is voluble in praise of the splendid ornaments he has 
to dispose of, but still caring only that he may be recog- 
nized by the mistress of his affections—while his conver- 
sation is apparently directed to the unsuspecting father 
and mother, his eyes, those messengers of love, which 
speak through the holiest aspirations of the heart, are 
solely directed to his loved one, and he sueceeds—she 
recognizes him in his disguise—for what disguise can 
conceal a cherished object from eyes that love. He has 
come, perhaps, to place a missive in her hands, or tell her 
his intentions, in one of those looks which “speak unut- 
terable things.” ‘The mutual look of joy at the moment 
of recognition—the eloquent pleading of the eyes—while 
the pedlar-lover prates of the excellence of his merchan- 
dize—of which he is neither thinking nor earing—is 
pourtrayed to very life—and the artifice of the lover tri- 
umphs; the barred door of the. parents have denied him 
the privilege of oral utterance to his thoughts; but his 
kindly star has thrown a strategy within his reach, and 
eyes, which penetrate far deeper than words, have told his 
tale. 

Miss Brice, in her high reaching, took upon herself the 
performance of a difficult task, but she acquitted herself 
with the skill of a master of the art, and gave to her nee- 
dle work the finished appearance of a magnificent paint- 
ing—but how could female genius fail, when she was 
pleading a cause so just—the cause of love ? 

No. 4. An embroidered cover for an Ottoman, by Miss 
M. A. George, of Avon-Date. This was a most exqui- 
site piece oi raised work, and was much and justly ad- 
mired. 

No. 6. A richly worked worsted Ottoman Cushion, by 
Mrs. John Weihered, of Franklin Hall. In viewing this 
elaboration of female genius, one was at a loss which 
most to admire, the chastity of the conception of the de- 
sign, or the elegance of its execution, 


No. 6. A pair of Slippers, by Miss Eliza Wright; 
they were of great beauty, high finish, and a conception 
so chaste that it made many a gallant cavalier prodigal of 
his praise. 

No. 8. A Bead Collar by Miss Eliza Wright. This 
was a most finished piece of work, and displayed the in- 
genuity of its fair fabricator to great advantage. ’ 

No. 9. A splendid Mosaic Cushion, by Miss Caroline 
Turnbull, of Auburn. We have already pronounced this 
a splendid piece of work, and we regret that we have nei- 
ther the command of language, nor the powers of criticism, 
to do justice to its merits; for it possesses merits of a su- 
nerior order, and we can only say, that, surrounded as it 
was by the many other efforts of female skill and ingen- 
uity, its beauty stood forth, in bold relief, to challenge ad- 
miration and win golden opinions. 

No. 10. A Bouquet of Flowers, by Miss E. T'. Webster, 
of Baltimore, designed and worked by her without pat- 
tern of any kind. ‘This is a piece of worsted embroidery, 
whose design, coloring and execution were alike reflec- 
tive of the chastened taste and neatness of the fair artiste 
by whose genius and skill it was created. 

No.11. An embroidered Fire Board Piece, by Miss 
Caroline A. Scheletta. The design—a lady surrounded 
with flowers—is most happy, and the work executed in 
a style to show that Miss S. has both the mind to con- 
ceive and the skill to perfect. 

No. 12. Three pieces of Embroidery, by Miss Barker, 
of Cherry Lawn—the one, a very splendid and finely ex- 
ecuted picture of a Dog, as true to life as female art could 
make an inanimate thing, and if he breathed not, it was not 
because genius had not done its part—the others, were 
two Flower pieces, of exquisite workmanship, and most 
delicate coloring and shading—all intended for ottoman 
covers. 


No. 13. A. pair of beautifully worked Slippers, by Miss 
A. L. Gittings. To say that these were beautifully work- 
ed, is to play the niggard with our praise ; for the delica- 
cy of the design and appropriateness of the combinatiun, 
shewed that the execution, perfect as that was, was bui a 
secondary consideration, when compared to that quicken- 
ing thought, which had conceived and nurtured the em- 
bellishments into being. 

No. 14. A Quiliby Mrs. John Ridgely of Hampton ; 

No. 15. A Bed Spread or Counterpane, by do. of Jo. ; 
Both of the above were beautiful specimens of their res- 
pective arts, shewing that the lady who presides over the 





manorial mansion of Hampton, is distinguished alike for 
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. 
fine taste, elegant accomplishments, and for that devotion 
to domestic economy, which is always commendable, but 
the more so when found in the home of the affluent. 

No. 16. A Quilt by Mrs. Charlotte Fitzsimmons. This 
wasa production combining elegance with neatness, and 
gained much commendation from hundreds of admirers, 


No.17. A Quilt, by Mrs. Benjamin Matthews, of ex- 
cellent workmanship, correct taste, and commended itself 
to general admiration. 

18. Specimens of Thread Gloves, by Miss Ellen Moale. 
These reflected great credit upon the talents and patient 
industry of their fair producer, as from the fineness of 
their texture, and beauty of execution, they shewed she 
was an adept in this necessary art of domestic economy, 
nor did they fail to elicit much and well deserved com- 
mendation. 

19. A Worsted Rug, by Miss Catharine 4. Watkins, a- 
ged 14, of excellent quality, and giving fair promise that 
she, who, in her juvenility was thus competent to elabo- 
rate a work of such decided merit, would, in her woman- 
hood, prove a gem of priceless value. 

20. Two handsome Coverlids, two home-made Table 
Cloths, one piece of home made Flannel, and two home- 
made Linen Sheets, by Miss Lucinda Rittenhouse. These 
productions were excellent in quality, and proved that 
Miss R. had, with most commendable discretion and judg- 
ment, attended to those accomplishments which impart 
worth to the female head of a household. 

21. A pair of ribbed yarn Stockings, by Mrs. David Car- 
lisle. These were most beautiful indeed ; but it were use- 
less to eulogise the creations of her hands, for those who 
know her, do know, that in all that appertains to the 
household she stands unexcelled. 

22. Specimens of yarn Gloves, by Mrs. H. B. Chew, of 
Epsom, made by her of wool grown on the farm—the 
workmanship was in the very best style, and the gloves 
when submitted to the touch, felt as softas down on the 
Eider’s back. 

22. Two Quilts, by Mrs. James Gittings, of great 
beauty of style and perfection of workmanship ; they just- 
ly excited much admiration. 

23. A Quill, by Mrs. R. NM. Gitlings, which in style 
and neatness of execution, had but few peers. 

24. A Quill, by Mrs. Thomas Stansbury, of beautiful 
pattern and neatness of stiching—a quilt, by the bye, 
which commanded attention. 

25. A knit Quilt, by Mrs. Thos. Flint. This was in- 
deed an unique affair, both in its history and appearance. 
]t was knit, in the main, and what sewing there were about 
it, was done without theaid of the quilting frame. No 
less than 308 serpents were tastefully arranged through- 
out its massy folds. As we looked on the creeping things 
which formed its embellishments, we instinctively thought 
of the garden of Eden, and felt our very blood creeping 
through our veins ; for be it known, we have a most mor- 
tal dread of the whole tribe of serpents, from the garter 
to the Boa Constrictor, and would, any day, rather face a 
man with a pistol in his hand than a snake. 

We have thus far expressed the sensation created in 
our mind by viewing Mrs. Flint’s quilt; and now for our 
opinion of its merits. Notwithstanding its serpentine ar- 
ray, it was singularly beautiful in the accordance of its 
parts, and most neatly made, two qualities indispensably 
essential to make a perfect whole. And we are happy to 
have it in our power to say, that though no premium was 
awarded to its fair maker, it was not because the judges 
did not think she deserved it, but solely arose from an 
inadvertence, arising out of the multiplicity of claims 
which pressed so incessantly and onerously upon the com- 
mittee—and weare gratified to learn, that this apparent o- 
verlooking of Mrs. Flint’s well established claims, is deep- 
ly regretted, and thatthe Executive committee will scize 
the occasion of their first meeting, to demonstrate their 
exalted opinion of the design and finish of her quilt. by 
awarding hera handsome premium. Fiat justitia, rual 
celum. 

No, 26. A Quill, by Miss Isabella M. Thornburg, and 
a piece of hair cloth, the latter worked when she was but 
11 years of age, both infinitely creditable to her genius, 
taste and industry, which did not fail to attract admira- 
tion ; for while the last shewed that her genius was pre- 
cociéus, the first proved, that it had “grown with her 
growth and strengthened with her strength.” 

No. 27. A Quill, by Miss Mary 2. Ricketis—this was 
a beautiful creation of female taste and patient labor, evin- 


cive alike of refined conception of the beautiful in arrange- 
ment, and neatness in execution. 

No. 28. A Quill, by Mrs. Lewis Roberts. This was 
as handsome as it was neatly worked, and proved that the 
head which had combined its borders and arrangements, 
was imbued with a just and delicate conception of the 
beautiful, while the fair hands, by which it was quilted, 
were still in the possession of their cunning. 

No. 29. Two Quilts, by Mrs. Earickson. The one of 
silk, the other of calico, and both as beautiful in design as 
they were neatly quilted ; their praise may be pronounced 
ina single word, for they were splendid, and stamped 
their fair owner as a chief among those Deities who pre- 
side over the household of man, and strew roses over his 
path. 

No. 30. A Quilt by Miss Eleonora Bosley, called “the 
Pride of Kentucky,” ani comprising 1844 pieces. If we 
had not, from principle, purposely avoided all political 
allusions from our journal, we would say, that Miss B. 
was a good Whig, and that she had intended that this 
chaste creation of her fancy, should be the prophecy ofan 
event that she cherished among the fond and pure aspira- 
tions of her guileless heart—but, as we never mingle pol- 
ities with business, and especially with the business of 
the husbandman—we must content ourself by saying, that 
the quilt is an honor to its fair author, whose genius and 
whose skill, is to be seen in every square and every 
stitch. 

No. 31. A Fly Brush of beautiful design and finish, by 
the same accomplished lady. 

No. 32. Another Quilt, by the same lady, which 
though dissimilar to the first in design and style, was e- 
qually handsome, and demonstrated that the genius which 
produced it was as fertile as her paternal fields, and re- 
quired nothing but the proper incentive to bring it forth 
in its vigor and freshness. 

No. 33. A beautiful pair of Home-made linen sheets, 
being a sample of 12 pair made by Mrs. Ruth C. Mott, 
of Baltimore to say that these were fine in texture, is to 
pronounce but a tithe of their excellence and to pro- 
claim buta hundredth part of Mrs. Mott’s praise; for she 
sowed the flax, nurtured and tended it in its growth, pre- 
pared it forthe wheel, spun the thread, and, by the craft 
of her own fair hands, elaborated the beautiful material, 
which excited the admiration of the dense throngs who 
examined it, touched it, and felt the prouder of their 
country women, because she was one of them. If we 
knew her, we would return her our thanks from the deep- 
est fountains of our heart—but as we do know her hus- 
band, we must devolve that duty upon him, under the 
consciousness, that he will excuse the liberty we take, in 
commissioning him to perform the task, as he need well 
be proud of fulfilling the trust to such a wife. 

No. 34. A beautiful Counterpane, by Mrs. Brown, a 
striking evidence that its manufacturer has the power to 
combine elegance with utility, and that she is what her 
Creator intended she should be, a help-meet to him whose 
good fortune and pride it is to call her wife. 

No. 35, A Wovlen and Cotton Counterpane by Mrs. 
K linefelier, of excellent material, fine substance, hand- 
somely made, which illustrated by its superior finish, that 
the hands by which it was fabricated were well skilled 
in the duties of housewifery. 

No. 36. 4 Home-made Bed Quilt, made by a little 
girl only 10 vears of age, enteretl by Mrs. H. B. Chew, 
of Epsom. Here was a piece of work which reflected 
credit alike upon the youthful manufacturer, and upon 
the lady to whose noble promptings and instruction she, 
doubtless, owed both the conception and perfection of 
the beautiful production. |: is not the business of an his- 
torian to flatter, or even to subject himself to the suspi- 
cion of a vice so fatal to the purposes of truth, or we 
would say, that this young lady acquitted herself in a 
most womanly style of workmanship, and deserves some- 
thing more substantial than praise ; for youthful exertions, 
when well directed, as hers have been, should be cheered 
onward in their course of well doing. 

No. 37. Mrs. Charlotte Fitzsimmons had some fine 
samples of Peach Butter and Catsup, which looked tempt- 
ing, but of whose quality we cannot speak, as we did not 
taste it, and it is dangerous to give one’s opinion by sight, 
when there is a lady in the way. 

No. 38. Mrs. Mary Sutton, of Patapsco Valley, had a 
lot of Home-made Cheese, that looked the right thing; 
for it bore a very strong resemblance to Old Cheshire. 








We looked at it, and felt an incontinent drawing towards 








it, but could not muster the courage to say to the lady— 
“By your leave, my dear madam, Pll try the quality of 
your cheese”—for, though we have to be our own trum. 
peter—in despite of our gray hairs, and a campaign du- 


ring the last war—we are a very, very modest 
therefore, as we tasted not of the product of the Dee 
of Patapsco Valley, we can only affirm, that it looked like 


veritable cheese, and, to our palate, hdd a most fascinat- 
ing aspect. 

Having thus attempted to do justice to the lady-contri- 
butors, we will now turn our attention to the hardier 
sex, and should our pen flow less glibly, they must ascribe 
its hobbling gate not to any want of appreciation on our 
part, of their merits, but to the true cause—the absence of 
that incentive—that moving incentive—which disarms man 
of fear in the hour of peril—and upon other occasion 
when called upon to exert his influence in behalf of wo. 
man—challenges, from their most hidden retreats, eve- 
ry energy of his mind and body. 

With these explanatory remarks, pass we to 

No. 39. Bentley’s Steam Generator for warming hous- 
es, an ingenious and economic contrivance—by Shoe- 
maker & Co. 

No. 40. Woolen and cotton Counterpanes of excellent 
quality—by John Mitchell, of Rockland Factory, 

No. 41. A piece of fuiled Linsey, of superior quality 
—by James Mitchell & Co. 

No, 42. Two pieces of very Superior Linsey—by Jno. 
Mitchell, of Rockland Factory. 

No. 43. A lot of 100 yards figured Venetian Carpeting, 
as beautiful as good—by J. Mitchell & Co., of Catoctin 
Woolen Factory. Also, by the same, a lot of 674 yards 
of superior Ingrain Carpeting—both of the above articles 
were substantial in their texture, of fast colors and excel- 
lent finish. 

No. 44, 2 Pair of Heavy Rose Blankets—made of good 
materials—and in fact so superior in quality, that a man 
of prurient fancy might almost conceit himself warm ofa 
cold night, by looking at them—at all events, they were 
just such blankets as we should like to snore under when 
the thermometer is down to 20 degrees below zero—by 
Mr. John Mitchell of Rockland Factory. 

No. 45. A beautiful sample of Woolen Shawls, heavy, 
well made and brilliant colors—by Mr. John Mitchell. 

No. 46. 4 Somerset Saddle, very richly worked and 
highly embroidered. This saddle is of peculiar construc- 
tion, so made, by the projection of the pommel, as wellas 
on the sides, that it is almost impossible fora man to be 
unhorsed, so long a3 his beast keeps his feet, There are 
no flaps, but in their stead, on either side of the legs, as the 
feet are fixed in the stirrups, there are promontaties, which, 
fitting tight to either leg, keep the rider firmly perched in 
his seat. ‘The seat of the saddle is as easy as a sofa, bei 
neatly stuffed with wool, and made elastic, so as to yiel 
to the pressure of the body. On the whole, it is as beau- 
tiful to the eye as we believe it to be durable. 

A splendid bridle,and a set of harness, with collars to 
match, no less so. The bridle is made of American leather, 
expressly tanned and dressed for such use—and the Har- 
ness and collars, of Patent leather of great substance and 
high finish—all neatly and elegantly stitched. These 
were entered by Messrs. S. &. T. H. Hunt, of Baltimore, 
upon whom their workmanship and superior style reflect 
great credit. 

The articles exhibited in this department by Mr. Ped-

As we intend to give a full account of this Ploughing 
Match, we will merely state here, that there were 14 
ploughs entered for the premium awarded to the furrow 
plough, and 2 for that awarded to the subsoil plough. 


The first day of the Fair was appropriated to the ex- 
amination of Stock, and Cattle, Fat cattle, Sheep, Swine, 
Horses, Mules, Work Oxen, Jacks, Implements of Husban- 
dry, Products of the Dairy, Silk, Agricultural Products, 
Domestic Manufactures, Fruit, and the various other pro- 
ductions which were exhibited for inspection. And we 
but speak the general sentiment when we say, that never 
did men enter more con amore on their duties than did 
the gentlemen comprising the several committees of the 
association. Their examinations were patient, thorough, 
and made with a single eye to arrive at correct judgments, 
and certain are we, if they failed in rightfully appreciating 
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the merits of any single animal, object, or thing, their er- 
ror was such as the generous mind will throw the mantle 
of oblivion over; for it is referrible solely to the head, 
and not to the heart. | It does not fall to the lot of man to 
exertan unerring judgment, for according to the very 
economy of our nature,—humanum esl errare—and the 
best of us can only strive, by “an honest effort, to avoid 
the evil. We will not say that the committees were thus 
fortunate, but we will say, that, if ever men deserved to be 
so, they were of the number; for, to searching investiga- 
tions, they added the most inflexible and unyielding im- 
partiality, and, thus armed, we flatter ourself that their 
judgments were satisfactory, and feel assured that they 
will be so esteemed. 

The second day was one of great interest, being occu- 
pied in the early part of the morning in receiving reports 
from the several committees, awarding premiums, and at- 
tending to the hundred and one other matters incident to 
occasions of thekind. At 12 o’clock, William George 
Read, Esq. the orator, delivered his Address from the Bal- 
cony of Mr. Ramsay’s Hotel, toa crowded audience of 
ladies and gentlemen, who listened to it with breathless 
anxiety—with universal admiration. None who heard it 
wentaway disappointed, or expressed a dissentient voice 
as to its transcendant merits. Jt was as beautiful in its 
diction—chaste and classical in its allusions—as it was 
sound in its doctrines—and delivered in an impassioned 
style of eloquence that enchained every ear and challen- 
ved the approval of every judgment. 


Mr. Read having concluded, the Executive Committee 
announced the premiums, from the stand he had so recent- 
ly ocenpied, to the audience, each of whom appeared as 
much celighted as the fortunate individuals upon whom 
they had been conferred. So eager were the gratified 
spectators to see the several articles awarded, as well as 
to hear their allotments made, that they called out fora 
sight, and were accommodated to their heart’s content, by 
one of the Vice Presidents of the Association, who, with 
that suavity of manners and easy grace, peculiar to a well 
bred gentleman, held up each premium in its turn to the 
admiring gaze of all. 


The distribution of the premiums being concluded, the 
Association with several invited guests, among whom were 
many of the fair daughters of Maryland, proceeded to the 
Garden, in the rear of Mr. Ramsay’s Hotel, and partook of 
a sumptuous dinner, prepared in that style of superior ex- 
cellence for which Mr. R. stands so deservedly celebrated. 
During the dinner, the best feelings and most heart-felt 
hilarity prevailed. But we need not say this; for beauly 
was of the board, and where is the cavalier who does not 
feel inspired, when woman, clad in the armor of innocence, 
is present, to chasten and give direction to the current of 
his thoughts! 


The ceremonies of the table being over, Mr. James How- 
ard, the treasurer of the Association gave the following 
neat and beautiful toast, in compliment to the Hon. Hen- 
ry L. Ellsworth, Commissioner of Patents :

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CoMMUNICATION. 

Messrs. Editors:—Being at the late fair, held at Go- 
vanstown, and seeing many things which were interesting 
to the Farmer, and also to excite the curiosity of tue Me- 
chanic, my mind being of the latter turn, led my prying 
propensities to examine the improvements in the various 
agricultural implements. There were Thrashers, Corn- 
shellers, Corn Crushers. Wheat Fans, and Horse Powers 
of various kinds; mostly on old principles, well gotten 
up. One Horse Power which excited my curiosity most, 
being enclosed apparently in a cast iron case about three 
feet in diameter, and three feet high, the upper part of the 
case consisted in an inverted stationary cogg wheel— 
within this wheel there were four other cogg whieels, all 
joined together: the pinion wheel about eight iuches in 
diameter, being placed in the centre, having three revolv- 
ing master wheels, each geared with one side in the pin- 
jon, and the other side in the stationary inverted cogg 
wheel; the three revolving master wheels are confined to 
the round cast iron top plate, to which the horse levers 


are fastened. When in motion the pinion occupying the | 


centre, the three master wheels having hold olf the sta- 
tionary inverted cogg wheel, the double motion is per- 
formed by the three master wheels turning on their own 
axles, and revolving round with the horses.
